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TTB NOW BEING ADMINISTERED 

Last fall, the College conducted a 
clerical skills validation study to intro- 
duce a new typing test and to establish 
clerical skills standards at Gallaudet that 
were reflective of the skill levels of the 
College's secretarial staff. 

The test, called the Typing Test for 
Business (TTB), is now being administered 
to all applicants who apply for transfer 
or promotional secretarial positions 
through job posting. 

The Personnel Department will be 
offering open test days soon for all of 
those current employees who think they 
may be interested sometime in the future 
in transfer or promotional positions on 
campus. However, it is not necessary nor 
is it required that you take the TTB, if 
you are not planning to move from your 
present position. 

The TTB is a three-part test and includes 
straight copy, revised manuscript and 
letters. Applicants for all positions 
except clerk-typist are required to take 
all three parts. 

In order to qualify for an administra- 
tive secretary position, your score must 
place you in the 70th percentile or above, 
or, in other words, in the top 30 percent 
of all secretaries on campus. 

Similarly, secretary II applicants must 
score in the 50th percentile or above; 
secretary I applicants in the 30th per- 
centile or above and clerk-typists in the 
15th percentile or above.
